Seven Persons Reported to Be Dead,

Waterloo, Iowa. June ll.—Meager 
reports of a disastrous tornado at Lyle, 
Minn., have reached here. 
The storm struck that city from the 
northwest at a little before 7 o’clock 
Thursday night. So far as it is pos­ 
sible to get at the facts, seven persons 
were killed and ten were seriously, 
some fatally, injured. Several others 
are missing, who are suppposed to be 
among the dead in the debris. In the 
path of the “twister” houses and barns 
were demolished and cars were blown 
from the railroad tracks.

telegraphic communication has been 
cut off. 
A special train was sent over the 
Illinois Central from Waterloo, gath­ 
ering up physicians at Osage. St. Ans­ 
gar, Mitchell and other intermediate 
points to care for the injured.

W ashington, June ll.—The long de­ 
ferred debate in the sugar schedule of 
the tariff bill came on abruptly at 
I o’clock Thursday. Mr. Jones (Ark.) 
opened the debate, to some extent an­ 
swering Mr. Aldrich’s statement on 
the sugar schedule. It was argument­ 
ative, and the senator held that the 
rates proposed gave the refiners an 
excessive differential and pointed out 
how 
they 
had 
thrived on the one- 
eighth differential of the present law. 
Mr. Jones read letters from sugar 
men. 
criticising the Hawaiian 
reci­ 
procity treaty and declaring that its 
benefits accrued entirely to the sugar 
interests of San Francisco and Ha­ 
waii. while taking millions out of the 
pockets of the people. 
Mr. Vest (Dem., Mo.) followed Mr. 
Jones In criticisms of the general fea­ 
tures of the sugar schedule. He said 
It involved the whole question of the 
existence of the gigantic sugar trust, 
which had absorbed refinery after re­ 
finery until it was supreme and all- 
powerful In the field. The Lexow in- 
vertigation had disclosed the enormous 
profits of this trust. 
It showed, he 
said, a capital of $75,000,000 common 
stock and $75,000,000 preferred stock.

AT ST A TE SCHOOL. 


COMMENCEMENT 
ENDED LAST 


T he Children Are Cheerful and Happy 
In Spite of Their Affliction—Staff 
Correspondent of the 
Milwaukee 
Evening Wisconsin Tells of W hat 
He Saw On Graduation Day. 


A staff correspondent of the Mil­ 
waukee Evening Wisconsin, who at­ 
tended the graduating exercises at the 
State School for the Blind, wrote this 
Article for that paper: 
“ Could every parent of a blind child 
have been present yesterday at the 
dosing exercises of the 
Wisconsin 
School for the Blind, the number of 
inmates in the institution would be 
doubled, if not trebled, next year. 
It 
la a strange fact, to be accounted for 
only by the sensitiveness of the blind, 
th at the greatest difficulty is ex peri- 
enced in getting the afflicted children 
into the institution, notwithstanding 
th a t admission to it is a blessing to be 
received without price. 
A single visit 
would convince auy parent m at it was 
his duty to place his child in the in­ 
stitution, and once there the child 
would not leave until the completion 
of the course, or some unfortunate cir­ 
cumstances compelled him to. 
The 
state has spared no expense to provide 


a d institution where this class of un­ 
fortunates can be eared for and taught 
to care for themselves so far as it is 
possible for a blind person to care for 
himself. 
Only a very wealthy pareut 
could begin to make his child as com­ 
fortable and happy as he la in the 
school. 
Here his every w ant is an­ 
ticipated, he is surrounded by those 
who are similarly afflicted, and he has 
the guidance of those skilled in the 
Art of teaching the blind, an art of 
which the patents know next to noth­ 
ing.

"T he first thing that strikes the vis­ 
itor to the school is the absence of 
Anything which would indicate that it 
was peopled by an sfflicted olass.

sees children running around laughing 
and chatting;

shops he finds boys at work, deftly 
handling their materials and acting 
not at all like blind people. 
It is the 
grefct aim of the institution to teach 
self-reliance, and so well is it taught 
th a t the visitor must look close to de­ 
tect the blindness of the boys and 
girls by their actions. 
Looking at the 
little girls running up and down stairs 


a s fast as their feet can carry them, 
one finds it hard to believe that ‘.hey 
Are blind.

are 
taught the

ab the blind can do. 
The course of 
study *a the same as in any highschool, 
except that chemistry and one or two 
other things, impossible for the blind 
to take, are omitted. 
The girls are 
taught to 6ew and cook, and the boys 
to make brooms, mattresses, nets and 
hammocks, to tune pianos and to 
weave carpeta. 
It does not seem pos­ 
sible, and yet it is true, that a skilled 
man will turn out eighteen or twenty 
brooms a day, made as perfectly a6 a 
seeing man could make them. 
One 
man or boy wi'l also make four m at­ 
tresses in a day. At present the shops 
Are rsupplying the state in6'Buttons 
with brooms, and they recently tnrned 
out 300 mattresses for the new Chip­ 
pewa Falls home.

Dealers say th at not in years have 
southern grown berries been pieced 
upon the m arket a t such low prices, in 
aucti great q lantities and of inch ex­ 
cellence.
